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The  University’s  Governing  Council  is  now  complete 


Seven  members  of  the  present  Board 
of  Governors  are  among  the  14  men  and 
two  women  appointed  to  the  new  Gov- 
erning Council  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  by  the  Lieutenant  Govemor-in- 
Council. 

Their  names  were  made  public  in  the 
Ontario  Legislature  this  week  by  the 
Hon.  George  Kerr,  Minister  of  Colleges 
and  Universities. 

Acting  President  John  H.  Sword  an- 
nounced that  President  John  M.  Kelly, 
St.  Michael’s  College,  and  Principal  J. 
Tuzo  Wilson,  Erindale  College,  would  be 
the  Presidential  appointees,  as  provided 
for  in  the  University  of  Toronto  Act 
1971.

All  of  the  government’s  appointees 
are  graduates  of  the  University  of  To- 
ronto except  Mr.  Fisher,  Mrs.  Kennedy, 
Mrs.  Paikin  and  Mr.  Williams. 

Before  the  appointments  were  made, 
Mr.  Harris  indicated  to  the  Ontario 
Government  that,  if  he  was  being  con- 
sidered for  the  chairmanship  of  the 
Council,  he  would  be  unable  to  accept 
such  an  appointment  because  of  the  in- 
creasing pressure  of  his  business  affairs 
and  other  responsibilities  outside  the 
University. 

The  Governing  Council,  which  will 
replace  the  Board  of  Governors  and  the 
Senate  as  the  supreme  governing  body, 
consists  of  50  members:  the  Chancellor 
and  the  President,  ex  officio;  two  senior 
University  officers  appointed  by  the 
President;  16  persons,  none  of  whom 
may  be  students  or  University  staff 
members,  appointed  by  the  government; 

12  elected  members  of  the  teaching  staff; 
eight  elected  students  — four  full-time 
undergraduates,  two  part-time  graduates, 
and  two  graduate  students;  two  elected 
members  of  the  administrative  staff,  and 
eight  elected  alumni.  Student  and  staff 
elections  were  held  in  the  past  winter, 
and  a college  of  electors  chose  the 
alumni  representatives. 

Here  are  biographical  notes  on  the 
provincially-appointed  members : 

Anthony  Joseph  Cecutti  was  bom  at 
Sudbury,  Ont.,  in  1927.  He  obtained  his 
Doctor  of  Medicine  degree  at  U of  T in 
1951.  A specialist  in  obstetrics  and 
gynaecology.  Dr.  Cecutti  relinquished 
the  position  of  Associate  in  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  in  order  to  accept  appoint- 
ment to  the  Governing  Council. 

Edward  Arunah  Dunlop,  who  was  ^ 
bom  at  Pembroke,  Ont.,  in  1919,  was  a 
student  at  Upper  Canada  College  and 
Trinity  College,  taking  his  B.A.  in  1944. 
Mr.  Dunlop  has  been  managing  director 
of  the  Canadian  Arthritis  and  Rheuma- 
tism Society  since  1949  and  president  of 
the  Toronto  Sun  Publishing  Company 


Presidential  appointees  to  the  GC 


Under  the  terms  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  Act  1971,  President  John  M. 
Kelly  of  St.  Michael’s  College  and  Prin- 
cipal J.  Tuzo  Wilson  of  Erindale  College, 
the  Presidential  appointees  to  the  Gov- 
erning Council,  wiU  hold  office  for  one 
year. 

The  Act  directed  that  there  should  be 
“two  members  appointed  by  the  Presi-

The  terms  of  office 

The  University  of  Toronto  Act  1971 
specifies  that,  “on  first  appointment”,  per- 
sons named  to  the  Governing  Council  by 
the  government  are  to  serve  terms  of  from 
one  year  to  three  years. 

“In  each  year  thereafter”,  the  Act  says, 
“the  five  or  six  persons,  as  the  case  may 
be,  to  be  appointed  shall  be  appointed 
for  a three  year  term.”

New  building  for  men’s  athletics 


The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  has  authorized  the 
constmction  of  a men’s  athletic  building, 
to  be  located  on  the  south  side  of  Har- 
bord  Street,  directly  to  the  west  of  the 
Benson  Building,  headquarters  for 
women’s  athletics,  at  Huron  and  Har- 
bord  Streets,  Acting  President  John  H. 
Sword  has  announced. 

Because  its  location  adjacent  to  the 
Benson  Building  will  permit  the  sharing 
of  some  facilities,  the  new  building  will 
be  of  modest  size,  with  a total  of  110,000 
square  feet  of  usable  space.  It  will  pro- 
vide, among  other  facilities,  a large 
gymnasium  area,  a 50  metre  eight  lane 
Olympic  swimming  pool,  with  one,  three 
and  five  metre  diving  facilities;  squash 
and  handball  courts,  rooms  for  boxing, 
wrestling  and  other  forms  of  exercise, 
showers,  and  administrative  space. 


The  north  wing  of  Hart  House,  the 
present  centre  for  men’s  athletics,  will 
continue  to  be  used  for  voluntary  mixed 
athletics  outside  the  organized  programs 
of  the  School  of  Physical  and  Health 
Education  and  the  Men’s  and  Women’s 
Athletic  Associations. 

While  the  building  is  still  at  the  con- 
ceptual stage,  it  is  estimated  that  the 
cost  wiU  be  approximately  $6  million,  a 
portion  of  which  will  have  to  be  raised 
through  public  subscription.  The  site  is 
already  owned  by  the  University  and  the 
major  part  is  being  used  as  a parking  lot. 
Construction  of  the  new  facility  may 
necessitate  the  demolition  of  three  build- 
ings on  Spadina  Avenue  currently  used 
for  academic  offices. 

Planning  has  not  yet  reached  the  point 
where  architects  and  consultants  have

Institute  for  the  Blind,  Ontario  Rehabili- 
tation Foundation,  Canadian  Opera 
Company,  Bureau  of  Municipal  Research 
advisory  board,  Ontario  Council  of 
Health  and  the  Royal  Canadian  Legion, 
Fort  York  Branch.  From  1958  to  1963  he 
was  a member  of  the  Board  of  Broadcast 
Governors.  He  was  twice  elected,  in 
1963  and  1967,  to  represent  York-Forest 
Hill  in  the  Ontario  Legislature  and  was 
Minister  without  Portfolio.  Mr.  Dunlop 
was  not  a candidate  in  the  1971  provin- 
cial election.  He  served  with  the  Queen’s 
Own  Rifles  in  the  Second  World  War 
and  holds  the  George  Medal  and  the 
Order  of  the  British  Empire. 

Gordon  N.  Fisher,  bom  in  1928  in 
Montreal,  has  a Bachelor  of  Engineering 
degree  from  McGill.  He  joined  Southam 
Press  Limited  head  ofiBce  in  1958  as 
executive  assistant,  became  assistant  to 
the  president  four  years  later,  vice-presi- 
dent in  1965,  was  elected  a director  in 
1967,  and  appointed  vice-president  and 
managing  director  in  1969.  Mr.  Fisher  is 
a trustee  of  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Chil- 
dren, a director  of  the  Canadian  Daily 
Newspaper  Publishers’  Association,  the 
Canada  Studies  Foundation,  and  the 
Boys’  Clubs  of  Canada. 

C.  Malim  Harding,  a native  of  To- 
ronto, where  he  was  bom  in  1911,  at- 
tended University  of  Toronto  Schools 
and  University  College,  where  he  earned 
his  B.A.  in  1931.  He  entered  U of  T 
with  an  Edward  Blake  Scholarship,  won 
two  other  scholarships  during  his  under- 
graduate years,  and  graduated  with  a 
gold  medal  in  political  science.  Mr. 
Harding  was  overseas  with  the  Canadian 
Army  in  the  Second  World  War  and  was 
appointed  an  Officer  of  the  Order  of  the 
British  Empire  in  1946.  He  is  chairman 
of  the  board  of  Harding  Carpets  Ltd. 
Appointed  to  the  Board  of  Governors  in 

1967,  Mr.  Harding  has  been  chairman  of 
its  finance  committee  and  member  of  10 
other  committees.  His  fellow  members 
elected  him  Vice-Chairman  in  1971. 

William  B.  Harris,  bom  in  Toronto, 
was  a student  at  Upper  Canada  College 
and  Trinity  College,  where  he  gained  his 
B.A.  in  1953.  An  M.A.  followed  two 
years  later  at  Christ  Church,  Oxford.  He 
has  been  a member  of  the  Corporation 
of  Trinity  College,  an  Associate  of  Innis 
College,  and  a director  of  the  Varsity 
Fund.  Other  interests  include  the  To- 
ronto Symphony  Orchestra,  the  Ontario 
Waterfowl  Research  Foundation  and  the 
Nature  Conservancy  of  Canada.  He  is 
president  of  Harris  & Partners  Ltd.,  in- 
vestment dealers.  Mr.  Harris  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Board  of  Governors  in 

1968,  served  as  a non-voting  Board 
representative  on  the  Commission  on 
University  Government,  was  chosen 
Vice-Chairman  in  1970.  He  was  Acting 
Chairman  during  the  consideration  of 
the  new  University  of  Toronto  Act  in  the 
Legislature  last  year  and  subsequently 
was  appointed  Chairman. 

Sydney  Hermant,  Toronto-bom  in 
1912,  attended  Upper  Canada  College 
before  entering  University  College,  from 
which  he  graduated  with  an  Honour 
B.A.  in  Law  in  1935.  He  was  president 
of  the  U.C.  “Lit”  and  of  the  Students’ 
•Xdministrative  Council,  and  in  1946  was 
president  of  U.C.  Alumni  Association. 


He  was  a crack  tennis  player  in  his  stu- 
dent days.  Mr.  Hermant  has  varied  in- 
terests: he  was  formerly  on  the  board  of 
Upper  Canada  College,  he  is  a past 
president  of  the  Empire  Club  and  of  the 
Toronto  Board  of  Trade,  and  is  a mem- 
ber of  the  Canadian  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  the  Metropolitan  Toronto 
Planning  Board.  He  is  president  of  Im- 
perial Optical  Company  Ltd.,  and  is  a 
director  of  the  Canadian  Imperial  Bank 
of  Commerce.  Mr.  Hermant  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  since 
1962. 

Betty  Kennedy  was  born  and  educated 
in  Ottawa,  where  she  began  a career  in 
journalism  as  a reporter  on  the  Ottawa 
Citizen.  After  a period  as  editor  of  a 
fashion  trade  publication  in  Montreal 
and  fashion  co-ordinator  for  a textile 
firm,  Mrs.  Kennedy  moved  to  western 
Canada,  where  she  became  active  in 
broadcasting  as  a panelist  on  a daily 
radio  show.  Since  1959  Mrs.  Kennedy 
has  been  public  affairs  editor  of  station 
CFRB,  Toronto,  and  has  a regular  one 
hour  interview  program  which  has  a wide 
audience.  She  is  also  a regular  panefist  on 
the  CBC  television  program  Front  Page 
Challenge.  Mrs.  Kennedy  is  a member  of 
the  World  Federalists  of  Canada  and  a 
lay  member  (the  first  to  be  appointed)  of 
the  complaints  committee  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Canada. 

C.  Mackenzie  King,  who  was  bom  in 
Toronto  in  1904,  was  a student  at  Upper 
Canada  College  before  entering  the  Arts 
course  at  University  College,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1928.  Mr.  King,  for 
many  years  in  the  paper  industry,  before 
retirement  was  vice-president  for  Ontario 
of  Rolland  Paper  Company  Limited, 
with  office  in  Toronto.  He  was  appointed 
to  the  Board  of  Governors  in  1966. 

Murray  Koffler  was  bom  in  Toronto  in 
1924.  On  the  death  of  his  father,  a 
pharmacist,  he  took  over  the  ownership 
of  Koffler ’s  Dmg  Store  when  he  was 
only  17.  At  the  same  time,  he  continued 
his  education  and  graduated  from  On- 
tario College  of  Pharmacy  in  1946.  By 
1960  Mr.  Koffler  had  a “chain”  of  three 
stores,  which,  by  natural  growth  and 
acquisition,  has  expanded  to  some  80 
stores  in  Ontario,  Manitoba  and  the 
Maritimes,  and  87  pharmacies  on  the 
west  coast.  The  Koffler  organization  has 
acquired  a major  chain  of  53  dry  clean- 
ing stores,  and  Starkman  Chemists, 
widely-known  Toronto  prescription  dmg 
store.  Mr.  Kofller  is  chairman  and  chief 
executive  oflBcer  of  Koffler  Stores  Limited, 
a director  of  National  Dmg  and  Chemi- 
cal Company  and  the  Retail  Council  of 
Canada,  and  a vice-president  and  di- 
rector of  the  Four  Seasons  hotel  or- 
ganization. He  is  a governor  of  the 
Weizmann  Institute  of  Science  in  Israel; 
national  president  of  the  Canadian  So- 
ciety of  the  Weizmann  Institute,  a di- 
rector of  the  Jewish  National  Fund,  the 
Jemsalem  Foundation,  Toronto  Sym- 
phony, New  Mount  Sinai  Hospital, 
United  Jewish  Welfare  Fund;  honorary 
chairman  and  director  of  the  Council  on 
Dmg  Abuse  and  chairman  of  the  annual 
Toronto  Outdoor  Art  Exhibition  and 
Camp  Canada. 

Daniel  A.  Lang,  bom  in  Toronto  in 
1919,  took  his  B.A.  at  Trinity  College  in 
1940  and  then  studied  law  at  Osgoode 
Hall.  He  was  called  to  the  Bar  in  1947. 


He  spent  four  years  with  the  Royal 
Canadian  Naval  Volunteer  Reserve  in 
the  Second  World  War.  In  addition  to 
his  law  practice,  he  is  chairman  of 
Canada  Coal  Corporation  Ltd.  and  presi- 
dent of  Standard  Trust  Co.  He  is  a trus- 
tee of  Sunnybrook  Hospital.  He  was 
summoned  to  the  Senate  of  Canada  in 
1964  and  was  appointed  to  the  Board  of 
Governors  in  1966. 

W.  James  D.  Lewis,  native  of  Toronto, 
bom  in  1922,  graduated  from  Trinity 
College  in  1947  and  took  his  M.A.  a 
year  later.  He  won  a scholarship  in 
mathematics  and  physics  in  1942.  He 
became  an  actuary,  first  with  Confedera- 
tion Life,  and  since  1959  with  Pmden- 
tial  Insurance  Company  of  America,  in 
which  he  is  executive  vice-president, 
Canadian  operations.  Mr.  Lewis  has 
been  active  in  alumni  affairs  at  U of  T 
and  is  director  of  the  Varsity  Fund 
telethon  campaign. 

Peter  C.  Newman,  bom  in  Czecho- 
slovakia in  1929,  came  to  Canada  in 
childhood,  was  a student  first  at  Upper 
Canada  College,  then  at  Victoria  Col- 
lege, where  he  earned  a B.A.  in  1950. 
He  also  has  the  McGill  degree  of  Master 
of  Commerce.  Mr.  Newman  has  been  in 
journalism  throughout  his  adult  life,  first 
as  news  editor  of  the  Financial  Post,  then 
with  the  Toronto  Star,  where  he  was  a 
columnist  and  until  1971  editor-in-chief. 
Last  year  he  became  editor  of  Maclean’s 
Magazine  and  recently  was  elected  a 
director  of  Maclean-Hunter  Limited.  Mr. 
Newman  is  the  author  of  three  widely 
read  books.  Flame  of  Power,  Renegade 
in  Power:  The  Diefenbaker  Years,  and 
The  Distemper  of  Our  Times.  He  has 
been  visiting  professor  of  political  science 
at  McMaster  University,  is  deputy  gov- 
ernor for  Canada  of  the  International 
Press  Institute,  and  is  a director  of  the 
National  Youth  Orchestra. 

Mrs.  Mamie  Paikin,  wife  of  Larry 
Paikin  of  Hamilton,  is  a native  of  To- 
ronto and  an  honour  B.A.  in  psychology 
of  the  University  of  Western  Ontario. 
Since  1970  she  has  been  a trustee  of  the 
McMaster  University  Medical  Centre. 
Mrs.  Paikin  is  active  in  many  Hamilton 
community  endeavours:  the  Hamilton 
Philharmonic  Society  Inc.,  of  which  she 
has  been  president;  a directorship  on  the 
Ontario  Federation  of  Symphony  Orches-

and  graduated  with  a B.A.  in  honours 
philosophy  in  1932.  He  took  his  M.A. 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  at  U of  T and  studied 
theology  at  St.  Basil’s  Seminary.  He  was 
ordained  in  the  Congregation  of  St.  Basil 
in  1936. 

After  teaching  at  the  Catholic  Central

been  a member  of  the  advisory  com- 
mittee on  Press  publications. 

John  Tuzo  Wilson,  bom  in  Ottawa  in 
1908,  graduated  from  U of  T in  1930 
with  first  class  honours  in  physics  and 
geology  and  was  the  first  graduate  from 
any  Canadian  university  in  geophysics,  a 
discipline  in  which  he  has  an  inter- 
national reputation.  He  also  has  B.A., 
M.A.,  and  Sc.D.  degrees  from  Cam- 
bridge and  a Ph.D.  from  Princeton.  He 
served  overseas  in  the  Second  World 
War  with  the  Royal  Canadian  Engineers 
and  at  the  end  of  hostilities  organized 
Exercise  Muskox,  a 3,400  mile  snow- 
mobile expedition  across  the  Canadian 
Arctic.

His  career  activities  have  in- 
cluded research,  refining,  supply  and 
transportation,  petroleum  economics, 
cmde  oil  production,  and  marketing.

He  has  been  active  in  many  com- 
munity, provincial  and  national  associa- 
tions, is  a member  of  the  Economic 
Council  of  Canada  and  other  economic 
and  business  organizations.  He  has 
honorary  degrees  from  Acadia  Univer- 
sity and  the  University  of  Ottawa. 

Lynn  R.  Williams,  bom  in  Springfield, 
Ont.,  in  1924,  received  his  B.A.  from 
McMaster  University  and  subsequently 
was  a student  at  U of  T’s  School  of  Gradu- 
ate Studies.  He  has  been  a member  of  the 
United  Steelworkers  of  America  since 
1947  and  since  1956  has  been  a represen- 
tative of  that  union  engaged  in  union  or- 
ganizational work.  While  stationed  in  the 
Niagara  area,  he  was  appointed  to  Brock 
University  founders’  committee  and  be- 
came a member  of  the  university  board  of 
governors.  Since  1965  Mr.  Williams  has 
been  district  representative  of  the  United 
Steelworkers  District  6,  based  in  Toronto. 


In  the  summer  of  1946  Dr.  Wilson 
became  professor  of  geophysics  at  U of 
T.  Until  1967  he  devoted  all  of  his  time 
to  teaching  and  research.  In  that  year  he 
accepted  appointment  as  Principal  of 
Erindale  College.  Since  then,  in  addition 
to  his  scientific  work,  he  has  supervised 
the  building  of  the  Erindale  campus  al- 
most from  its  physical  beginning. 

Dr.  Wilson  is  a world  traveller,  who 
has  been  around  the  world  six  times, 
visited  Antarctica,  and  been  President  of 
the  International  Union  of  Geodesy  and 
Geophysics  at  the  time  of  the  Inter- 
national Geophysical  Year.  He  has  twice 
been  to  the  People’s  Republic  of  China 
as  a guest  of  the  Chinese  Academy  of 
Sciences.

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Innis  College 
building  plans 
are  approved 

The  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  has  approved  in  prin- 
ciple the  report  of  an  Innis  College  users’ 
committee  recommending  construction  of 
a college  building  of  about  24,000 
square  feet  on  the  north  side  of  Sussex 
Ave.  at  St.  George  St. 

Since  it  was  founded  in  1964,  Innis 
College  has  been  housed  in  temporary 
quarters,  first  in  the  former  University 
book  store  on  Hart  House  Circle  and 
latterly  in  Macdonald-Mowat  House. 

Acting  President  John  H.  Sword  is- 
sued this  statement  on  the  subject: 

“Some  time  ago  Principal  Peter  Rus- 
sell and  his  colleagues  were  asked  to 
prepare  a statement  of  the  space  needs 
of  me  college.  The  conceptual  proposal 
that  was  prepared  was  endorsed  by  the 
Committee  on  Accommodation  and  Fa- 
cilities and  the  Property  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Governors. 

“After  examining  the  Innis  proposal, 
the  Committee  on  Accommodation  and 
Facilities  expressed  its  conviction  that 
the  best  long-term  use  of  available  funds 
would  be  the  construction  of  an  imagina- 
tive new  building  on  the  cleared  portion 
of  the  proposed  site.  However,  the  com- 
mittee beheved  that  the  project  archi- 
tect, when  appointed,  should  investigate 
the  possible  use  of  existing  structures  on 
the  remaining  portion  of  the  block.  It  is 
hoped  that  an  architect  will  be  appointed 
shortly  to  translate  the  Users’  Committee 
report  into  a building  proposal. 

“The  proposed  building  will  include 
roughly  15,700  square  feet  of  academic 
space,  including  lecture  and  seminar 
rooms  and  faculty  offices;  approximately 
5,000  square  feet  for  various  student 
pxirposes,  lounge  areas  and  student  so- 
ciety offices,  and  3,000  square  feet  for 
administrative  ofifices. 

“The  proposal  which  Principal  Russell 
and  his  colleagues  brought  forward  is 
both  imaginative  and  practical.  Innis 
College  has  played  a very  important  role 
in  the  University  since  its  establishment 
in  1964,  and  a permanent  building 
should  give  the  college  even  greater 
opportunities  for  innovation  and  experi- 
ment.” 

All  of  the  property  north  of  the  John 
P.  Robarts  Library  and  the  Faculty  of 
Library  Science,  along  Sussex  from  St. 
George  to  Huron  Sts.  has  been  reserved 
for  die  ultimate  development  of  Innis 
College.  The  eastern  portion  of  the 
site  is  used  for  parking  and  the  western 
portion  is  occupied  by  several  houses. 

Men’s  athletics 
building  planned 

( Continued  from  page  1 ) 
been  appointed,  but  this  action  is  an- 
ticipated in  the  near  future.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  building  will  be  ready  for  use 
in  September  1974. 

The  decision  of  the  Board,  made  after 
study  of  the  report  of  a users’  committee 
set  up  by  Dr.  Sword  last  February,  ends 
a period  of  frustration  extending  over 
several  years.  Many  surveys  and  reports 
indicated  the  pressing  need  for  new 
facilities  for  men’s  athletics.  But  previous 
recommendations  came  to  naught  for 
lack  of  funds. 

Since  1920  Hart  House,  the  gift  of  the 
Massey  Foundation  to  the  University  of 
Toronto,  has  been  almost  the  sole  centre 
for  men’s  athletics  and  other  recreational 
purposes.  But  Hart  House,  which  offered 
ample  space  for  this  purpose  in  the 
1920’s,  has  for  years  been  inadequate  for 
the  growing  needs  of  the  men’s  athletic 
programs.  The  main  gymnasium  is  not 
of  regulation  size,  the  swimming  pool  is 
far  below  the  standards  required  for 
swimming  competitions,  and  it  does  not 
provide  for  high  diving.  U of  T’s  indoor 
teams  must  hold  their  intercollegiate 
home  games  outside  the  campus.  The 
enrolment  of  full-time  and  part-time  men 
students  this  year  was  22,734,  compared 
with  4,378  in  1930,  4,986  in  1940, 
11,065  in  1950,  and  10,404  in  1960.

International 
Studies  Program 

Dean  A.  E.  Safarian  has  announced  the 
appointment  of  Prof.  Harold  I.  Nelson  of 
the  Department  of  History  as  chairman  of 
the  International  Studies  Program  for  1972- 
76.  He  succeeds  Prof.  R.  C.  Pratt  who 
served  as  chairman  from  the  program’s  in- 
ception in  1966  until  1971.  Prof.  Nelson  has 
been  acting  chairman  of  the  Program, 
1971-72.

His  major  work 
is  Land  and  Power:  British  and  Allied  Policy 
on  Germany’s  Frontiers,  1916-1919,  pub- 
lished in  1963  by  the  University  of  Toronto 
Press  and  by  Routledge,  Kegan  Paul,  Lon- 
don. 

Prof.  Nelson  specializes  in  modem  inter- 
national history  with  emphasis  on  conflict 
and  co-oj)eration  in  the  international  com- 
munity especially  with  reference  to  the 
origins  anci  consequences  of  the  First  World 
War  and  to  Anglo-Russian  relations  between 
1890  and  1914.
